DENVER TO HOLD \So il Ero sio n Co sts Millio ns, 
BALLOON RACES 


Bennett I n t e r n at i on al 
Competition Probably 
Will Be Sept. 10. 


DENVER. Colo.. May 27- ( I . N. 
8.» —With the guarantee ot a pro- 
l^ r gas supply, deposit by a citizens 
committee of 
sufficient 
funds to 
carry out the program, and 
the 
consent of the National Aeronau­ 
tical association, plans were under 
way here today for holding 
the 
1927 James Gordon Bennett Inter­ 
national balloon races In this city. 
The monster balloons 
will 
get 
away probably from City park, on 
September 10. 
Final official awarding of the big 
balloon race to Denver awaits sanc­ 
tion of the French Aeronautical as­ 
sociation. a mere formality. It was 
ex plained by the Denver committee 
m charge of the event. 
Denver was selected as the start­ 
ing point of the Bennett balloon 
races because of the comparatively 
few hazardous conditions that sur­ 
round the Mile High City. 
Detroit, at first considered for 
staging the races, was eliminated 
because of the dangers to be en­ 
countered In some 600 square miles 
of water surface 
ex posed by the 
adjacent Great lakes, and the ex ­ 
tensive forest lands spreading over j 
the country to the north and west ‘ 
of the Michigan metropolis. 
When Denver was first consid­ 
ered for the race, it was feared that 
the nearby Rocky mountains would 
form a barrier that would create 
a natural hazard that would en­ 
danger not only the balloons them­ 
selves, but the contesting pilots. In­ 
vestigation disclosed, however, ac­ 
cording to balloon ex perts, that the 
mountains 
were so close to Den­ 
ver that there would be no inter­ 
ference from this source. 
In hopping off from the start­ 
ing ix dnt, it w'as ex plained, the big , 
balloon pilots endeavor to rise as 
high as possible in the 
shortest 
space of time. Consequently, if the 
wind should happen to veer them 
in the direction of the mountains, 
twenty 
miles west, the 
balloons 
would be .sufficiently 
high to sail 
over the rugged 
peaks 
before a 
landing was necessary. 
The monster balloons obtain, or­ 
dinarily. In a height of approx i­ 
mately 20,0» 0 feet, and the highest 
Rocky mouiitjiln peak is little over 
14,000 feet. 
Another 
favorable 
condition Is 
the mile high 
altitude of Denver, 
according to the ex perts, and this 
altitude is also ex |jccted to result 
in the establishing of new worlds 
records for the Bennett racers. 
The original trophy donated by 
James Gordon Bennett, in 1906 ,1s 
now the proi>erty of K. Demyter, a 
Belgian flyer, who won the event 
three 
times 
in 
succe.sslon—1920, 
1921. and 1922. 
The Belgian gov­ 
ernment then purchased a new cup. 
The Bennett trophy, since its in­ 
auguration. 
has 
been 
won four 
times by Americans; four times by 
a Belgian; twice by Germany, and 
once each by France and Switzer­ 
land.

THE SENATE CLAl.MS. 


On March 21, Secretary of State Frahk Marsh 
wrote to Attorney General Spillman, requesting tlie 
legal department of the state of Neb raska to pass 
upon the validity of claims presented b y three mem­ 
b ers of the state senate in 1923 In connection with an 
investigation ot highway matters which they made 
after adjournment of the senate., 
Three days ago, or after a lapse of more ♦b an two 
months. Mr. -Spillman replied. 
He informed Mr. Marsh that inasmuch as a former 
secrctary-of-state, Charles W. Pool, had rcfusi'd lo 
allow the claim.s. the issue had b een settled. Having 
b een rejected b y Mr. Pool, who refu.scd to sign the 
warrants drawn to pay them, tliey could not b e re­ 
vived. Thus Mr. Spillman took refuge b ehind a tech­ 
nicality ui.<^tcad of passing upon the real merits of the 


issue. 
Perhaps the attorney general had some good rea­ 
son for delaying his answer to Secretary of State 
Mavr,lTs inquiry. It would seem that a m atter of the 
pressing Importance of tlie.se legislative claim.s could 
b e handled more exiiedttiousJy than they were. And 
whether he consciou.sly or unconsciously ducked b e­ 
hind a technicality, the fact remains Attorney Gen­ 
eral Spillman muffed a b ig opportunity to clearly and 
comprehensively estab lish a constitutional question. 
Mr. Pool rclused to put his signature to those war­ 
rants drawn in favor of Senator Wilkins. Senator 
Hob b in.s and Senator Banning b ecause he felt the 
claims v.ere in violation of specific provisions of the 
Neb raska constitution. 
He quoted the specific .sec-

Mrs. B. s little girl has a very poor appetite and protests against most 
of her food. 
The causes of chronic lack of apjictite in children are numerous, Mr.» . 
B.: constitutional diseases, diseased tonsils and adenoids, decayed tooth 
faulty diet. Improper hygiene, improper mental surroundings, etc. 
Under the fautly diet, you w.11 find frequently that children are al­ 
lowed candy and other sweet.s b etween mcal.s and sometimes they arc al­ 
lowed too much milk. 
Yes, even the wonder food—Milk—can b e over­ 
done. (Not more than three gla.sses should b e allowed if children I’cfuso 
other needed foods.» Too frequent feeding, which doesn’t allow the cihld 
to work up a good appetite, also comes under this heading; the children 
do not get a chance to b ecome hungry. 
It was found In a series of school children in California that thase 
who were allowed school lunches of oranges showed a greater gain in 
weight than those who were allowed milk, and one of the reasons is that 
oranges arc higher in the appetite promoting vitamin B. than the milk, 
and they do not cloy the appetite so that less food Is taken at the mejijs. 
This does not mean that oranges can take the place of milk, b y anv 
means; for milk is nearer a perfect food for children than any other food 
¡as it is high in lime and the growth vitamin A. and a complet protein, a 
• food which is necessary for growth and repair. Oranges contain very lit-, 
tie of the growth vitamin and none of the complete 
irto icin . 
I suggest you take your child to a clinic or to a children s specialist 
and have him examined to .see if there Is not .some organ.c reason as ti. 
cau.se of her lack of appetite.

opment.’ Mrs. W. The truth of the m atter is that b ovs and girls, tw . do 
not develop w-ell if the tonsils are not removed if they arc chronically 
diseased, or if they are so enlarged that they ob struct the b reathing, for 
thev do not get enough oxygen and the constant struggle for b reath de- 
forms the face and chest, the heart and lungs 
' anemia and malnutrition result.

U y diseased tonsils a e 
distrib uting germs to the rest of the b ody and may b ring on acute heait ^ 
disease, rheumatism and other di.sea.ses.

It wa.s not a rainb ow that y<#& 
saw, b ut a halo, which is quite a 
different thing. 
A rainb ow always 
appears in the part of the sky op­ 
posite to the sun. 
It never sur­ 
rounds the .sun. as a halo doe.s. It 
is caused b y the refraction of the 
sunlight in the drops of water of 
a retreating show’er, 1. e., a shower 
that is moving awav from the ob - 
.server while the sun is b ehind him. 
The waves o i different colors that 
make up a b eam of sunlight are 
unequally 
refracted 
(b ent 
from 
their course» b y the water and thus 
the colors are separated. 
Thev are then reflected from the 
mirror-like inner surface at the 
b ack of the drops and so sent to­ 
ward the ob .server. By comb ination 
of such reflections from myriads of 
drop.s* the rainb ow is b uilt up. 
It 
appears as a circle « though only 
part of the circle is ordinarily 
seen» , b ecause onlv the rays re­ 
flected from drops that lie on a 
certaiii circle whose center is op­ 
posite to the .aun » xjsse.ss sufficient 
luminosity to impress the eye. The 
t''can rad’us of this circle is ab out 
41 degrees, b ut it varies with the 
color, b eing a little over 42 degrees 
for the red and ab out 40 degrees 
for the violet. So, the outer b order 
of the rainb ow Is red and the Inner 
violet. 
The halo is a more complicated 
phenomenon, "een encircling the 
sun and sometime.s the moon. There 
are two principal ca.se.s of halo— 
the 22-degree halo and the 46-de­ 
gree halo. Thev have not the b ril­ 
liant colors of the rainb ow, b ut oft­ 
en show' a reddish hue on the inner 
.side 
The 22-degree halo is also 
called "the white halo,” TheY are 
ascrib ed to refraction and reflec­ 
tion of light from clouds of small 
Ice crystals, often existing Invisib le 
In the atmo-sohere. Connected with 
haloes are the sometime.s very as- 
tonl.shing appearance.s called "mock 
suns" and "parhellc circles." 
After all our learned studies na­ 
ture has many trlck.s to surprise 
us. For illustration read the fol­ 
lowing:

vtlle. Vt., to Mt. Airy. 
N . C.. at 
the top of the Blue Ridge moun­ 
tains. L saw In front of me across 
the roiil the end of the rainb ow.

TTiis has given a satis­ 
factory return to the man who has 
b een raising hogs. .At this date jiork 
prices are declining, due we are in­ 
formed to the lack of foreign de­ 
mand. But there is u .short crop of 
pig.s 
b ecause 
weather 
eoudition.s 
iiuve generally 
b een unfavorab le, 
.and with a normal foreign demand 
It .seems 
rea.sonab ly 
certain that 
profitab le prices will b e maintained 
for a considerab le i>eriod. 
T’hc outlook for b eef cattle seeiius 
encoiunRing and the market during 
the pa.st few monlh.s has enab led 
feeders to 
make 
g(x>d turns and 
thow .satisfactory profits. Thr 
im* 
pre.ssion prevails that there is a 
cattle shortage. Indications 
ixiiiit 
that way in spite of the a.s.serlioi) 
of a leading packer repre.seiitative 
that there us an over-suppiy. Ver> 
generally cattle prices have shown 
a marked advance and a.s one trav­ 
els the country and talks wuth men 
who are informed, he can have no 
otlier opinion than that the cattle 
stCK-ks. so far as l>eof pioduction is 
concerned, are b elow iiorm« l. This 
means tliat if a reasonab le* foreign 
demand continues, prices are cer­ 
tain to rim somewhat higher, suf­ 
ficiently so to make a profit lo the 
grower. 
There is already a b etter 
tone to the pureb red livestock b usi­ 
ness b ecause of 
the demand for 
b reeding stock. It will take a long 
time to replace herds, b oth grades 
and pureb reds, that were .sent iO 
market during the p<niod when de­ 
pression was most marked, whicli 
will mean that values for b reeding 
stock will gradually strengthen. 
The sheep growens have had sev­ 
eral years of genuine prdsjx'rit'y. I 
rememb ered making an extended 
trip througli the Pacific Northwest 
several years ago when the sheep 
men were in the dumps. 
A b luer 
situation never came to my atten­ 
tion. Everyb ody- b anker.« , 
law yens, 
merchants. cattlemen, hog men and 
all—were overflowing with .sympathy 
of the .sheep men. Yet. almost over 
night, there came a revcnsal ot con­ 
ditions and those who stayed with 
the sheep b usiness or had the good 
Judgment to get in at the right time 
have had a sea.son of real prasper- 
ity. My ob .servations in the sheep 
b usine.ss are not a.s extensive as in 
other livestock lines. 
Yet, from 
what 1 ob serve, it appears that the 
sheep industry i.s likely to continue 
for .several years—perhaps perman­ 
ently—on a money making b asis. 
There is a great wheat crop in 
prcxipect and the outl(x» k for other 
grains, corn, tame gras.ses in this 
midwest country, due to the splendid 
.sunnly of moisture deep down in 
the soil, forecasts a large crop yield, 
which w'ill have tnedency to stimu­ 
late activity in livestock circles and 
thLs in turn has a relation to the 
maintenance of fertility on farnus. 
It has b een many a year since we 
have faced generally as promising a 
crop outlook as is in pr(» pect now. 
Thi.s is putting hope and b uoyancy 
into the heart of the farm owners 
and is having an effect upon their 
ilans and upon the values of farm 
loldings. 
Tliere is a prevailing imprL-ssion 
that something is going to b e done 
in the way of reaching a solution in 
the marketing prob lem b y a comb in­ 
ation of b usine.ss organization and 
legislative enactment. 
There is a 
growing sentiment in this direction 
—a sentiment for sane, clearly con­ 
ceived. sound proceduie—that 
will 
make for security and stab lize agri­ 
culture and otlier industries 
that 
are related either directly or indi­ 
rectly to it. I regard this existing 
sentiment as an important definite 
factor in the strengthening of the 
strengthening of 
the 
agricultural 
situation. It deserves the studious 
support of b usiness interests gener­ 
ally, and I b elieve when the whole 
situation is more fully understood, 
W’ill b e so supported. 
I am not of the opinion that b y 
a single stroke 
all of the hilLs o’i 
any Industry can b e eliminated, nor 
do I know' of anyone who ha.s had 
experience in b usiness who hold.s 
such an opinion, 
b ut I do b elieve 
tliat it i.s po.sslb le and practical to 
work out program.« that 
wlil 
b e 
tremendously b eneficial 
and 
con- 


structlve. It seems to me tliat this 
is in prasix*st with reference to agri­ 
culture. and will b e the product of 
the b est minds and experience of the 
b usiness and financial men. 
Once 
this is under way. as it is certain 
to get u nder way. wc may look 
forward with confidence to a long 
iierlod of b etter times. I do not have 
in mind active nor exfensive s|>ecu- 
lative period.« . 1 can think of noth­ 
ing that w'ould b e less desli*ed.
